Elm Research Institute Cover 





LIBERTY ELM TREE 


This year the cover of the 2009 Annual Report highlights the 
“Liberty Elm Tree” that was donated to the town by an anonymous 
donor through the Elm Research Institute. The “Liberty Tree” was 
planted in the town common and was dedicated during the town’s 
Memorial Day Ceremony on May 25" , which included the reading of 
the Thomas Paine poem. A bronze plaque mounted in front of the tree 
talks about the significance of the Liberty Tree Memorial. 

The Original “Liberty Tree” was planted in 1646 in Boston, 
Massachusetts. At the time of the revolution, a great elm tree stood in 
front of a grocery store at Washington and Essex Streets in Boston. 
The idea of Liberty embodied in a living tree came from Boston in 
1765, when a club calling itself the “Sons of Liberty” met under the elm 
to hear speeches against the Stamp Act, a tax on newspapers and 
official documents. The “Sons of Liberty” commissioned silversmith 
Paul Revere to design a medal for its members that bore the image 
and caption “Liberty Tree.” While the Stamp act was repealed, other 
taxes were imposed which disproportionately burdened the growth of 
the colonies. By the mid 1770's, angry citizens were regularly meeting 
under trees in every port city from Boston to Charleston. Thomas 
Paine was inspired to write the following poem: 


In a chariot of light from the regions of day, 
The Goddess of Liberty came; 
Ten thousand celestials directed the way, 
And hither conducted the dame. 
A fair budding branch from the gardens above, 
Where millions with millions agree, 
She brought in her hand as a pledge of her love, 
And the plan she named Liberty Tree. 
The celestial exotic struck deep in the ground, 
Like a native it flourished and bore; 

The fame of its fruit drew the nations around, 
To seek out this peaceable shore. 
Unmindful of names of distinctions they came, 
For freemen like brothers agree; 

With one spirit endued, they one friendship pursued, 
And their temple was Liberty Tree. 
Beneath this fair tree, like the patriarchs of old, 
Their bread in contentment they ate 
Unvexed with the troubles of silver and gold, 
With timber and tar they Old England Supplied, 
And supported her power on the sea; 

Her battles they fought, without getting a groat, 
For the honor of Liberty Tree. 

But hear, O ye swains, ‘tis a tale most profane, 
How ail the tyrannical powers, 

Kings, Commons and Lords, are uniting amain, 
To cut down this guardian of ours; 

From the east to the west blow the trumpet to arms, 
Through the land let the sound of it flee, 
Let the far and the near, all unite with a cheer, 
In defence of our Liberty Tree.

We are particularly distressed for 
those who have lost their means of employment and/or been forced to lose their 
homes. We tried to be as frugal as possible with 2009 expenditures and the 
2010 budget we are supporting represents a decrease from the 2009 budget. 

There are several actions that the selectmen have taken or are in the 
process of taking in an effort to reduce costs. We are reviewing and revising the 
town purchasing policy to better control spending for only those items needed 
by our departments while at the same time trying to insure that every effort is 
being made to secure the best pricing possible. Several positions within the 
town have been changed from an hourly pay rate to a fixed salary with 
associated cost savings. We also changed the health insurance plan for our full 
time employees that results in them paying more when they use their insurance. 
We increased the amount of the employees’ contribution to the premiums and 
all employees are contributing 12% regardless of the type of plan they have. In 
addition we now offer full time employees an “opt out buy out” option if they can 
get health insurance through a spouse and don’t need to be on the town’s plan. 
Unfortunately the insurance premiums increased 16.4% so we are not realizing 
the total savings we had hoped for. We listened to employees when they told us 
they understood the hard times that everyone was dealing with and that they did 
not want a cost of living increase for 2010. There will be no cost of living 
increase in the 2010 budget and merit increases are limited to those employees 
who have demonstrated exemplary job performance. We feel fortunate, 
especially in these tough economic times, to have such dedicated, hard-working 
employees who care about our town and continue to provide top level town 
services. i 

The Capital Improvements Program (CIP) had indicated the purchase of two / _ 
major pieces of equipment for 2010. The department heads feel that we can 
continue to stretch the use of the existing equipment for another two or three 
years rather than replacing them at this time. The selectmen concur with their 
recommendation and you will see that on the 2010 Warrant the only capital we 
are putting before the voters is $250,000 for road projects and $11,000 to 
replenish the General Government Building Expendable Trust Fund, which is 
used for any repairs necessary to town buildings. 

A major project completed in 2009 was the clean up after the ice storm of 
December 2008. We secured money from FEMA and the State of New 
Hampshire and elected to accept a one time cash settlement with FEMA rather 
than deal with the extensive reporting and auditing if we were to opt to collect 
our costs. We felt far more comfortable having cash in hand and not being 
limited by the State of New Hampshire processing our claims. This worked 
extremely well for Fitzwilliam. By using our own highway crew and 
supplementing their efforts with local contractors, we were able to cover all of 
our costs over and above the actual wages for our highway employees. In 
addition, we cleaned up the storm debris from the recreation trails used for 
cross country skiing and hiking. We were also able to handle residents’ yard 
waste generated by the storm at our transfer station. We thank those of you 
who limited the debris to actual yard waste and piled it at the edge of the road 
as prescribed to assist our crews rehandling the waste. 
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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT - Continued 


This year we started charging for ambulance service. We contracted with a 
Connecticut firm to do the billing, both to the insurance companies and to those 
individuals who don’t have insurance. While there have been a few start up 
glitches, some related to insurance company delays, the system appears to be 
working well. The town voted in March to establish an Ambulance Revolving 
Fund where the money generated from ambulance fees is deposited. We pay 
collection commissions, paramedic service costs and operating expenses out of 
this fund. The total Ambulance operating expenses this year were $37,934.38. 
The money remaining in the Revolving Account at the end of the year was 
$39,264.42 which can be used in the future when we purchase a new 
ambulance. 

Once again we have ended the year in a strong financial position. We have 
no long term debt, with the exception of two years remaining on the police 
cruiser lease that was approved in 2009. The annual lease payment is 
budgeted in the Police Department operating budget. Our total tax rate went 
down a few cents, although the town rate went up slightly due to the loss of 
some funding from the state. Unfortunately our overall tax rate remains high 
due, in our opinion, to excessive spending on the part of County government 
and an unfair share of the Monadnock School District expense. 

Part of the reduction in the overall tax rate is due to a substantial increase in 
the towns’ assessed valuation. This year Public Service of NH completed the 
bulk of their substation work and their assessment increased accordingly. Our 
current assessed valuation is $304,652,691, up from $282,679,993 last year. 
We issued 45 building permits this year, five of which were for new single family 
construction (five was the number we were limited to under our growth 
management ordinance). This year the planning board has placed an article on 
the ballot to rescind the growth management ordinance which we have some 
concerns about. The selectmen and planning board have discussed phased 
development as a way to help the town manage growth.

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2009 REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


2009 was the year of cutting, chipping, loading, hauling, and burning brush 
and debris from the 2008 Ice Storm. Mother Nature provided plenty of rainy 
weather which enabled us to burn thousands of cubic yards of brush and debris 
at the Highway Garage. The Highway Department cleared the brush from the 
Town’s roads as well as piles of brush from townspeople’s yards. Thank you for 
all of your cooperation and patience. We were able to complete all the clean up 
using only the grant funds from FEMA thereby saving the Town valuable tax 
dollars. 

The Fullam Hill Road Project began in 2009 with the reconstruction of Fullam 
Hill Road starting at Route 119 and continuing 7600’ to beyond the power lines. 
This work consisted of grinding the old pavement, adding over a thousand cubic 
yards of gravel, replacing culverts, and adding drainage. The road was then 
paved with 3” of Cold Mix Asphalt. 

In 2010 the Highway Department will continue work on the next section of 
Fullam Hill Road as well as some other projects. Fullam Hill Road from Able 
Road to Warren Hill Road will be reconstructed and paved. Able Road will have 
brush cut, ditches cleaned, and culverts replaced. Able Road will then be shim 
paved. Number 4 Road from Route 12 to Stone’s Mill will be stone sealed. This 
project is a carryover from 2009 and was not done because the contractor fell 
behind due to all the rain. Royalston Road from Route 119 to the dam will also 
be stone sealed. Some shim paving to improve drainage will be done prior to 
stone sealing the road. These road sealing projects are part of the Town’s Road 
Management Program which help extend the pavement life. This Road 
Management Program is available to review at the Town Hall or Highway 
Department if anyone is interested or has input. Remember, these are your 
roads and one of the Town’s largest assets. 

The Highway Department also plans on doing some drainage improvements 
to Upper Troy Road, removing a cross culvert pipe and installing catch basins 
and under drain. We also plan on doing some shim paving on Upper Troy Road, 
West Lake Road and East Lake Road. There are two other drainage projects 
scheduled for 2010, Jaffrey Road Extension and Richmond Road. A 4’ culvert 
pipe on Old Turnpike Road needs to be replaced and should be done in 2010. 
The 4’ pipe has already been purchased and hopefully the water level will be 
down this year enough to complete this project. The last project on the Highway 
Department list is the removal of the narrow stone bridge on Templeton 
Turnpike. This bridge will be replaced with a culvert enabling the road to be 
widened to match the width of the roadway, making a much safer road. 

In writing this report and putting all these projects on paper in front of me, as 
well as considering the routine maintenance of our roadways, seems a bit 
overwhelming. But the Highway Department is at full staff with 4 full-time 
employees, our equipment is in good running condition, and | believe in setting 
the bar high. It is my job to see that the Town gets the most out of the tax 
dollars given to our department. This is the goal of the Fitzwilliam Highway 
Department.

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2009 REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Another year has come and gone and | would like to graciously thank 
the residents of Fitzwilliam for their continued support of the Town and the 
Police Department. We are currently close to being fully staffed with three full 
time officers and two part time officers. We have observed over the past couple 
of years the department has become increasingly busier. As we move forward, 
we are looking to add another part time officer, which has been budgeted for in 
the current department budget. The addition of another part time officer will help 
to meet the needs of the department and the community. 

As was mentioned last year, with the addition of computers in the 
vehicles, the officers are out in the community more and we are a more 
proactive department and not merely reactive. | believe that the increased patrol 
time within the community is a good deterrent. 

The town approved the lease of a new cruiser last year and a new 
Crown Victoria was added to the department vehicles in April. This new vehicle 
replaced a 2003 Crown Victoria with over 125,000 miles on it. Because of the 
lease to own plan to purchase this vehicle and the fact that last year the first 
year cost was shown in the warrant article, this year’s payment is reflected in 
the regular operating budget of the Police Department. This is an increase to 
the budget of $9000.00 that was not there last year. This car finished the year 
with just over 21000 miles. There are two other vehicles for the department, a 
2005 Crown Victoria patrol car which ended the year with approximately 91,000 
miles and the 2006 Ford Expedition that finished the year with approximately 
94,000 miles. The 2005 and 2006 vehicles are in good condition though repairs 
are beginning to increase. We will be evaluating the vehicles as the year 
progresses. The average mileage per year, per vehicle is approximately 24,800 
miles. 

Last year the calls for service that the department handled has again 
increased significantly. In 2009 the department handled 3558 calls for service, 
up from 2292 in 2008, an increase of 55%. Cases went from 124 in 2008 to 194 
in 2009, an increase of 48%. Arrests went from 51 in 2008 to 90 in 2009, an 
increase of 96%. Citations and warnings went from 737 in 2008 to 1148 in 
2009, an increase of 56%. Accidents have actually decreased over the past 
year, from 72 in 2008 to 64 in 2009, a reduction of 10%. As you can see from 
the figures the department has been much busier this past year. 

Some of the more frequent calls this year include responses to 
alarms, 911 calls, domestic disturbances, theft, criminal mischief, criminal 
trespass, suspicious persons, house and business checks, citizen requesting 
assistance, fire and ambulance calls, and traffic and motor vehicle related 
incidents. Most of the calls are violation or misdemeanor offenses; however, 
there have been a fair number of felony cases. 

Again, | would like to thank the community, on behalf of myself and all 
the employees of the department, for their continued support of the Police 
Department. We continue to work with you and for you to be a professional and 
supportive part of the community.

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2009 FIREWARDS REPORT 


2009 CALLS 

The Fitzwilliam Fire Department responded to 288 calls from the period 
December 1, 2008 to November 30, 2009. The number of calls this year 
increased from 2008, with 2006 being our highest call volume, at 301 calls. 
Among the responses in 2009 were: seven (7) structure fires, seven (7) 
chimney fires, thirty-four (34) motor vehicle accidents, three (3) brush fires, and 
twenty-three (23) mutual aid fire related responses to nearby communities 
including, Troy, Rindge, Jaffrey, Richmond, Marlborough, and Swanzey, as well 
as Winchendon, and Royalston, Massachusetts. There were seventeen (17) 
automatic fire alarms, fifteen (15) utility wire related calls, and twenty-eight (28) 
other calls including, smoke investigations, fuel spills, water problems, car fires, 
and other calls of need. The department also responded to one hundred twenty- 
five (125) medical emergencies, and twenty-two (22) mutual aid medical calls to 
nearby communities including, Troy, Rindge, Jaffrey and Winchendon. There 
were also seven (7) public assist/lifeline calls. 


PERSONNEL, TRAINING, AND EDUCATION 

The department currently has twenty-five (25) active members and four (4) 
senior members. The department has six (6) members who serve as fire 
personnel and eight (8) as EMS personnel. Eleven (11) members are both fire 
and EMS certified. There are sixteen (16) New Hampshire certified fire 
fighters. Six (6) members are certified at Level |, eight (8) at Level Il, and two 
(2) at Level Ill. 

There are seventeen (17) members who are certified at various levels of 
Emergency Medical Services. Thirteen (13) are Nationally Registered EMT-B 
(basic) members and four (4) are at the Nationally Registered EMT-l 
(intermediate) level. All active members are required to maintain current CPR 
and Hazmat Operations training. 

The department continues to offer monthly training for both fire and EMS 
personnel. Frequently throughout the year personnel participated in training 
with our mutual aid response area towns, as well as the training with our 
members in town. 

In addition, personnel participated in several courses at Meadowood 
Training Center and the NH Fire Academy in Concord NH as well as, at other 
local departments. Courses included Firefighter | and II, Self Contained 
Breathing Apparatus and Protective Equipment, Basic Pumps and Advanced 
Pumps, Basic Rescue, Arson Investigation, Advanced Self Contained Breathing 
Apparatus, Auto Extrication and Advanced levels of Incident Command and 
Basic Awareness to Terrorism. Personnel also participated in several courses 
at The Cheshire Medical Center and Monadnock Community Hospital including 
Pediatric Advanced Life Support, Advanced Cardiac Life Support, and Pre- 
Hospital Trauma Life Support. Many members take courses and pursue 
independent study at their own expense, aside from investing their time, and we 
greatly appreciate their efforts on the town’s behalf. 


VEHICLES 

Our inventory of vehicles includes the 2003 Pierce Contender pumper, the 
1987 FMC pumper, the 2009 Mack tanker and the 1999 Ford Ambulance. The 
Fire Department took delivery of a new 2009 Ford 350 Super Duty pick up truck 
to replace the 1968 Forestry Truck owned by the State of New Hampshire. This 
new truck is equipped with a 200-gallon tank, 10 gallon foam tank and a 
250gpm pump. This truck will also allow extended use in the winter and during 
inclement weather to include calls for wires down. 
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Firewards Report - Continued 


The 1999 Ford Ambulance was due to be replaced in 2009 based on a ten-year 
replacement schedule. The Board of Firewards, Officers and personnel, as well 
as, community members, researched the options for acquiring a new 
ambulance, performing a refurbishment or purchasing a used ambulance. At 
this time the Board of Firewards has reached the decision that the present 
ambulance is adequate to meet the needs of the town for another year, and has 
recommended to the Budget Committee that the acquisition of a new 
ambulance be placed on hold. 


2010 BUDGET 

We have presented fire and ambulance budgets that we feel meet the needs 
of the town and the basic needs of the fire and EMS personnel. The fire 
department operating budget is down $2,722.00 from the 2009 request. There 
are no requests for capital outlay projects in the 2010 fire budget. 

The ambulance-operating budget for 2010 is up $11,475.00 from 2009. 
There are no requests for capital outlay projects in the 2010 ambulance budget. 
As this report is prepared, the Budget Committee and the Board of Selectmen 
are reviewing our proposals. 

The Fire Department future priorities address the community’s most urgent 
fire, rescue and EMS needs. The current primary priority involves space. The 
building housing both the fire and police departments has met the level that this 
37-year-old building was built for. The ongoing need for storage and office 
space for both departments, the interest of safety for all personnel and those 
that are at this facility, and the age of the station warrants the need for thought 
to be given towards a new station or an addition on to the current station, as 
well as securing an adequate supply of potable, useable water. Either plan 
would allow both departments to be able to expand and therefore provide the 
services the community deserves. Other ongoing priorities for the fire 
department include, but are not limited to, timely apparatus and maintenance, 
recruitment and retention, fire prevention, and continued professional training of 
the members, as well as community service and involvement. 

Townspeople can see where their money is being spent in a review of the list 
of calls and training activities outlined in this report. In addition, we are always 
open to visits from citizens at the Fire Station on any Sunday morning, usually 
the first and third Sundays, during vehicle and equipment check. You are 
welcome to stop in to see what the town fire department has and ask questions 
that come to mind about your fire and ambulance service.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 2009 


This year our Library was named the NH Library of the Year by the New 
Hampshire Library Trustee Association. An open house was held in October to 
accept the commemorative plaque and of course to celebrate! In addition to the 
presentation, there was lots to do and see as we showcased the talents of 
many of our patrons; Jim Kates read a poem, Joan Knight put on a puppet 
show, Carey Bluhm played the fiddle, local art was on display both upstairs and 
outside, children drew their favorite library memories and made scarecrows and 
the delicious refreshments donated by the Trustees and Friends Board 
members, filled several tables. It was a memorable day for the over seventy 
people in attendance. 

Another landmark in 2009 was our participation in the National Endowment 
of the Arts Big Read project which this year featured The Great Gatsby. The 
Big Read, launched by the NEA in 2006, is designed to restore literary reading 
to the center of American culture. Fitzwilliam was the only library in the 
Monadnock region to participate in the grant. Throughout the month of April we 
celebrated the Jazz Age with eleven programs including jazz music and poetry 
as well as a book discussion and film showing of The Great Gatsby. Our Grand 
Finale was a Roaring Twenties Party at the Town Hall with a live jazz band, 
food from the twenties, Charleston lessons, a roulette wheel, mah-jong table 
and of course, guests dressed in costume. 

At the Library, kids in grades four through six learned to play games from the 
twenties and read and discussed Bud Not Buddy. The Jazz Age theme was so 
much fun we brought programs to Emerson School as well. The fifth and sixth 
graders participated in Charleston lessons, jewelry and costume making and a 
croquet tournament. It was a wonderful sight to see when those students 
taught the adults to Charleston at the Roaring Twenties Party! 

Our yearly statistics remain remarkably consistent. In 2009, statistics 
included 26,211 for circulation of materials outside the library and an in-house 
computer usage of 2,219. There were 1022 reference transactions and 688 
interlibrary loan requests filled with 579 books loaned. Over 100 new patrons 
were registered. Added to the collection were 605 books, 33 audios, 157 Dvds 
and 40 magazine subscriptions. 

As well as free internet access, the staff provides an increasing amount of 
computer assistance. Our three public computers continue to be heavily used 
and our Wifi is used so frequently, we extended the signal to allow users access 
outside the building and during closed hours. When Pinetree Cable closed 
abruptly this year, we had quite a scare. However, Wivalley stepped 
immediately into the breach and I’m happy to report that our broadband access 
is better and faster than ever. 

In addition to our website (www.fitzlib.org) we added a Facebook page 
which is kept current with events, photos and book reviews. The circulation of 
downloadable audio books is up over 50% and we offer both an MP3 player and 
several Kill-o-Watt readers for patrons to take home and try out. 

Every inch of our space is used to capacity. This year the library offered 138 
programs for children and adults and hosted 211 meetings for local groups. 
The upstairs hall showcased three art shows during the summer and fall. 
Laptop users are perched at available tables and even the porch rocking chairs 
were in use daily during the warmer months. 

Programming is an important part of our community outreach. In 2009, our 
regular programs included Preschool Storytime, Creative Kids, Tuesday 
Afterschool, the Junior Book Club, the Summer Reading Program and the 
Winter Afterschool Program, the Adult Book Group, the Poetry Group and 
Dropin and Knit.

The Friends of the Library continue to sponsor all the programming. The 
annual meeting featured Craig Brandon, the author of Monadnock More Than a 
Mountain. The fall book sale broke last year’s fundraising record and is used to 
support not only programming but the purchase of books, audios and Dvds. 
The Friends group has over 100 members and is represented by a Board 
including Maggie Brogdon, Michelle Buonomano, Heidi Wood, Lisa Lajoie, 
Marianne Van Valkenberg, Donna Hill and Katie Carlton. 

There were several notable changes in the Library staff in 2009. Rita 
Nirenberg completed 12 years of service as a trustee and secretary of the 
Board, dating back to before the building project. Donna Hill, library assistant 
and book sale chair, also departed and both will be much missed. 
Congratulations to Kate Thomas, assistant librarian, who finished her Masters 
degree in Library Science at Simmons College 

Our Library would not be a vital community center without the efforts and 
talents of many people. An amazing Board of Trustees, Cathie Talbert, Barbara 
Green, Joanne Kesses, Maggie Brogdon and Rita Nirenberg, a supportive 
Friends of the Library organization and many generous volunteers, including 
Jim Kates, our resident poet, Robyn Andersen-Hannett, our toddler yoga 
teacher, Al Brogdon who wrote our Library of the Year application, Carole 
Beckwith who threw all her energies into our Big Read programs, Gretchen 
Wittenborg and Janet Wilkinson who loan quilts for display in the meeting room, 
Dorothy Zug who brings us fresh flowers from her garden and Kate Thomas 
who is the guiding force behind everything creative at the library. The grounds 
benefited from Paula and Jim Baldwin who donate the hanging baskets of 
flowers, John Tommila, Donna and Jason Hill who donate bark mulch for the 
gardens, Carol Ann Rocheleau who helps with the fall and spring cleanup and 
the Board of Selectmen and the Highway Department who helped make the 
difficult decision to take down the old oak tree.

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2009 REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


2009 was my first full year as Town Clerk. Deputy Town Clerk, Carol 
Breault resigned in December 2007 for personal reasons. Michael Robie was 
appointed Deputy in March 2009, so changes in this office continue! 

This year the office processed 3615 registrations. EREG has become more 
popular than ever, as we process an average of six per week, up from two per 
week in 2008. If you have never tried EREG you may want to. Check it out at 
http://www. fitzwilliam-nh.gov, click on Town Departments, Town Clerk, and then 
EREG and follow the prompts. Your vehicle(s) will be renewed without a trip 
into the office. This is only good for renewals. If you are transferring plates or 
registering a new vehicle you need to come and do it in person. If you would 
like to get an estimate for the transfer or new registration you can do so any 
time, even when the office is closed, by going to www.eb2qgov.com, enter 
Fitzwilliam into selected town/city and click customer services, then fill in 
necessary information. This process will give you the approximate cost for 
registering your vehicle. You can also get renewal costs this way by putting in 
your plate number. Please remember registrations and titles are legal 
documents that require signatures. You need to come in person to do these 
transactions or send a notarized POA with the individual doing your paperwork. 
Signatures are not required on straight renewals. Please call the office if you 
have any questions regarding this matter. 

The Town Clerk’s office has also added ELI, online dog licensing. You can 
renew your annual dog license by going to the www.eb2qov.com web page, 
select Fitzwilliam as town/city, and click on the dog. You must know the prior 
years license number and the rabies vaccination must be current. Dog licenses 
are due by April 30" every year (RSA 466:1). In 2009 there were 664 dog 
licenses issued. ELI can only renew licenses. If you get a new dog you must 
come into the office to license him/her. 

We are also in the process of collecting email addresses. Many of you have 
requested that we send reminders about your upcoming renewals. 
Unfortunately this costs about $4.00 per mail-in notice. We can, however, 
notify you via email about your renewals, along with fees. If you chose to do 
your renewals via mail we ask that you send in the notice, appropriate checks 
as well as a SASE. This will not affect the Town Clerk budget, but will satisfy 
one of the requests made of this office. We hope to have this fully 
implemented by summer. 

The Clerk’s hours are listed in the Town Report and can also be obtained by 
calling 585-7214 even when the office is closed. The email address for the 
Office is Fitzclerk@wivalley.net if you prefer to communicate in that manner.

2009 CEMETERY REPORT 


2009 was a difficult year right from the start: 

There was barely a square yard of ground in the Village Cemetery without 
broken branches and other storm debris from the 2008 ice storm. Most of April 
and a major part of May was dedicated to cleanup and then careful cutting and 
trimming of damaged trees. The cleanup was accomplished by the Cemetery 
Department personnel and the Town Highway department assisted by chipping 
the numerous piles of branches. Pine Grove Cemetery escaped with only minor 
damage overall. Fortunately, no memorial stones were broken as a result of the 
ice damage and only one stone was pushed off its foundation by a fallen branch 
which was corrected by department workers. 

Two of the locally owned tree services were used to remove several large 
trees beyond saving and to trim the damaged areas of the large trees that could 
not be reached by cemetery personnel. 

Later in the year, a tree service was contracted to remove one of the huge 
pines at Pine Grove that had outlived its life expectancy and now presented a 
threat to the cemetery grounds if it toppled. Likewise, a large tree was removed 
at the Village Cemetery at the end of the summer when it was discovered that 
extensive areas of the main trunk were rotten and the tree was ready to fall on 
some of the oldest stones in the cemetery. As the trees age and deteriorate in 
both of the cemeteries we anticipate that more will unfortunately have to be 
removed. 


Burials in 2009 & Sales of Lots 

There were 10 burials in the Fitzwilliam cemeteries in 2009. Six occurred at 
Pine Grove cemetery and four at the Village Cemetery. There was one dis- 
interment at Pine Grove. We continue to see more cremation interments which 
is also occurring within the state and nationally. 

The new section in Pine Grove, which is reserved for cremations only ,was 
opened in 2009 with six being sold. The new full interment area is also now 
open. 


Recurring Work 
Mowing and trimming continued as usual with a work crew of two individuals 
for most of the year. A thorough fall cleanup was accomplished and leaves 
were blown, vacuumed and then mulched. This mulching is a departure from 
past cleanup methods in the cemeteries and returns nutrients to the soil. 


Equipment Issues 

The department has moved away from the use of the 2-stroke Lawn Boy 
push mowers. These two cycle mowers have been “banned” in a number of 
states/municipalities with an eventual federal ban in the future. They served for 
many years but the exhaust is a main source of hydrocarbon pollutant 
introduction in the cemetery leading to staining and acidic erosion of the marble 
monuments according to respected cemetery preservationists and memorial 
conservators. | 

The one riding mower is used to mow, haul fill for graves, vacuum leaves, 
move gravestones, and many other tasks. It has required little besides two tires 
and two belts in its six years of use. In 2009 the frame cracked and wheel 
bushings had to be replaced, all of which was repaired by cemetery personnel. 
This zero turn mower is the most useful tool in the department inventory and 
has definitely helped the work efficiency dramatically, especially compared to 
the time when almost all mowing was accomplished by push mowers.. 

All other equipment is in good running condition, lubed and cleaned for the 
winter. The cemetery pickup truck has had a tough life, but continues to get the 
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Cemetery Department Report - Continued 


job done. We are facing some rust and frame repairs to the truck in the spring 
prior to inspection. 


Projects 

The memorial stone repair project continued and seven broken gravestones 
were repaired at the village cemetery in addition to repairs to twelve of the 
oldest slate monuments. The granite lintels over the tombs facing the school 
were re-set and leveled as they were leaning outward and were a safety issue. 
Approximately 80 of the marble gravestones were pressure washed (with plain 
water) to remove biological accumulations which are dissolving the inscriptions. 
Large sunken areas over the tombs and in the cemetery were filled and seeded. 
All of this restoration and repair work will continue in 2010 with much yet to be 
done. 

The new memorial area and new burial sections at Pine Grove saw granite 
posts and black chain installed by the department workers. 

The crew went through both cemeteries and raised a large number of 
sunken flat markers, particularly the veteran’s markers, so that the stones were 
again flush with the surrounding areas. Similar work was done on corner and 
quadrant markers thought-out the cemeteries. 

A major in-house project for 2010 will be repairs to the buried roofs of the 
town tombs. Water intrusion and the freeze/thaw cycles have begun to push on 
the granite blocks that form the tomb roof/ceilings and increase the gaps 
between the stones. We plan to hand excavate the dirt over the tombs, seal the 
cracks and then refill the area and seed. We will continue this work on the small 
tombs the following year and minimize future damage.

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2009 REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The first duty of the Planning Board is to prepare and amend a master 
plan to guide the development of the municipality. Their regulatory duties 
include the review and approval of all subdivisions, lot line adjustments, 
voluntary mergers and site plan review applications. The Planning Board may, 
from time to time, recommend to the local legislative body amendments of the 
zoning ordinance. (RSA 674:1) 

Work on the Master Plan intensified in 2009 with the Planning Board 
meeting with all municipal department heads, Boards, Commissions, Fire, 
Police and Safety Departments and community groups, including the regional 
school administrator and local school principal, to discuss the future of 
Fitzwilliam from their various perspectives. The Board met with Pete Throop of 
the Monadnock Conservancy and Carol Ogilvie, consultant, to discuss the — 
Future Land Use section of the Master Plan. Preserving the rural character of 
the town and protecting its natural resources are the highest priority in planning 
for future land use in Fitzwilliam. 

Under the Growth Management Ordinance, enacted in 2005, the 
Planning Board announced that five building permits could be issued in 2009, 
with two reserved for developers of major subdivisions. Three building permits, 
and any unused by developers, will be allocated to individuals. 

The Planning Board recommended eight ordinances to the voters in 
2009. Three of these were petitioned by voters. All eight ordinances passed by 
significant margins. A procedural question was raised about the validity of 
these ordinances. Without a legal challenge, these ordinances are technically 
in effect without ratification, but to insure their validity voters will be asked to 
ratify them on the March 2010 ballot. The Board will recommend six ordinance 
amendments in 2010, including repeal of the Growth Management Ordinance, 
amendment of the livestock ordinance and several technical amendments. 

After conducting 30 public hearings and 24 preliminary consultations the 
Board approved: 

1) Four subdivisions creating seven new residential lots; 

2) Two wetlands crossing applications; 

3) Three boundary line adjustments; 

4) Two new business site plans; and 

5) One voluntary merger. 
Decision on a four lot subdivision is pending. It will be decided in 2010. The 
proposal will create up to four new residential building lots. 

The Board met several times with the Natural Resources Inventory 
Committee to discuss new guidelines for assessing conservation lands, and to 
hear presentations on the recently completed Natural Resources Inventory. 
They met with a representative from Southwest Region Planning Commission to 
discuss a grant-funded collaboration to create a local surface water protection 
ordinance. The Board invited local farmers to discuss a livestock ordinance that 
meets their needs and the needs of residents. The Planning Board meets on 
the first and third Tuesdays of the month at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall. All 
meetings are open to the public. .

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2009 REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment is a quasi judicial body that hears 
appeals for relief from burdensome zoning ordinances. The Board considers 
whether the relief sought will not be detrimental to the neighborhood, is 
appropriate for the site, and is in harmony with the purpose and intent of the 
zoning ordinance. The Board can’t change zoning ordinances but is 
empowered to grant appeals in accordance with State Statute and local law as 
specified in the Land Use Code. 

The Board considers appeals for Variances, Special Exceptions and 
Equitable Waivers of Dimensional Requirements, Appeals of Administrative 
Decisions and Motions for re-hearings. During 2009 the Board of Adjustment 
deliberated on six cases, one of which was withdrawn by the applicant. Three 
Special Exceptions were granted; one Area Variance was granted; one Use 
Variance was granted. The number of cases heard by the ZBA has steadily 
declined from a high of 31 in 2005, to the six heard in 2009. 

Steve Filipi was elected Chairman; Gretchen Wittenborg was re- 
elected Vice-Chairman and Clerk. Sue Wood served as an alternate. Tom 
Parker represented the Board of Selectmen. The Board thanked Jane Roberts 
for her years of service as chairman. 

In 2009, the state legislature passed RSA 674:33, which spells out 
the criteria on which decisions on appeals for variances must be based. There 
will no longer be two different kinds of variances. Two Board members attended 
a local training session on legal issues pertaining to variances. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets the second Tuesday of the 
month, when they have an application before them. The Board invites and 
encourages all interested parties to attend hearings and meetings as noticed. 
The Board is seeking alternates to serve in the stead of absent members. 
Please call the Selectmen if you are interested.

BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
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2009 REPORT OF THE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Town of Fitzwilliam is considered by visitors and journalists to be 
one of the prettiest towns in New England. Our "heritage tourism" has been a 
fact of life for years, and the town continues to attract new residents drawn by 
Fitzwilliam’s charms. Much of the town's beauty derives from the large stock of 
historic buildings that span the 1750's through 1900, some of which are located 
within the Historic District. In 2009, an inventory of all antique homes in 
Fitzwilliam was completed. The town now has three binders with photographs 
and tax cards for homes dating from 1750-1799, 1800-1849 and 1850-1900. 
The public is invited to enjoy this resource in the Land Use Office during open 
hours. The Commission thanks Carmen Yon for his help in compiling this 
valuable document. 

The Historic District Overlay Ordinance was passed in 2008 to 
preserve and safeguard the heritage of the Town of Fitzwilliam. The mission of 
the Historic District Commission is to preserve structures and places of historic 
and architectural value; preserve a district in the municipality that reflects 
elements of its cultural, social, economic, political and architectural history; 
conserve property values; foster civic beauty; and maintain the existing 
architecture of the district. The Commission reviews all exterior construction 
located within the Historic District of Fitzwilliam through an application process 
and public meetings. They are also responsible for amendments to and 
adoption of regulations in accordance with State statutes. 

In 2009, the Historic District Commissioners used the new design 
guidelines to review five applications including: 

2 home repainting projects 

1 porch enclosure 

1 deck and walkway addition 

1 dormer, deck and re-siding project 
In April 2009, Brian Luddy resigned his appointment. The Commission thanked 
Brian for his years of service and welcomed Kenneth Beckwith. 

The Commission composed a new Historic Resources section for the 
revised Master Plan. They also identified four goals for 2010: to use the 
inventory of antique homes to educate young people and new residents about 
the historic nature of Fitzwilliam; identify old buildings that reflect the history of 
Fitzwilliam businesses and work to protect them; identify old barns for 
protection, particularly pre-1900 post and beam barns; and evaluate historic 
district boundaries and realign if necessary. And finally, the Commission was 
pleased and relieved when the historic Fitzwilliam Inn, a cornerstone of the 
Historic District, reopened for business in late 2009. 

Residents are reminded that all exterior changes within the Historic 
District must come before the Commission for consideration and discussion. 
The Commission meets on the second Thursday of each month at 4:00 PM in 
the Town Hall when there is a case before it. All meetings are open to the 
public and we encourage participation from all those interested.

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 
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2009 REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 

The Conservation Commission’s mission is to protect the natural resources 
of the town. To accomplish this goal we proposed two Warrant Articles at the 
Town Meeting in March. The first article asked the town to continue its yearly 
allocation of $15,000 to the Conservation Land Expendable Trust Fund for the 
acquisition of land the town considers important for maintaining our rural 
character, or to protect sensitive ecological areas. The article was not 
approved. The second Article took advantage of state legislation, RSA 36, 
which authorizes town conservation commissions to expend funds on 
contributions to qualified organizations, such as The Monadnock Conservancy, 
for conservation easements on private property. This article was approved, and 
we thank the voters for giving the town an additional option for protection of our 
natural resources. 

The Commission also drafted a Groundwater Protection Ordinance at the 
request of the Planning Board. It was accepted by the Board and approved by 
voters in March 2009. 

Together with the Selectmen, the Commission completed the establishment 
of a conservation easement, with the Monadnock Conservancy, on the Widow 
Gage Town Forest. This 59 acre Forest abuts other protected lands in 
Rhododendron State Park and the Morgan Reserve. This property includes part 
of the Tully Brook watershed, supports active beaver ponds, and contains a 
section of the Metacomet-Monadnock Trail. The Little Monadnock-Widow Gage 
Loop map (Fitzwilliam Hiking Trail Map Series) is available for those would like 
to explore the Town Forest. 

The Natural Resources Inventory Committee, a subcommittee of the 
Conservation Commission, completed its work in September on an updated 
Natural Resources Inventory. The Inventory is available to the Planning Board 
for use in updating Fitzwilliam’s Master Plan, and as reference material for 
individuals, committees, and organizations. Copies are available in the town 
library, on the town’s website, or for purchase in the Land Use Office. 

The /nventory includes “Guidelines for Assessing Conservation Lands in 
Fitzwilliam” and a worksheet for determining conservation characteristics of 
areas that may be important to conserve. The Inventory also recommends 
formation of an Open Space Committee (as a sub-committee of the 
Commission). This sub-committee is now being formed and will work to identify 
and prioritize potential conservation lands by seeking input from town residents 
and educating land owners about how to best preserve these areas for the 
future. 

Commission members attended several training sessions and meetings 
including the 2009 Conservation Summit in Keene, a series of Conservation 
Leadership training work-shops at the Harris Center, an Innovative Land Use 
seminar, and wildlife habitat programs. Member Rosalind Slavic continues to 
provide a monthly column to the town newsletter that addresses important local 
and national conservation issues. 

Members of the Commission continued our normal duties of numerous site 
walks, advising on other applications to the town, and responding to citizen 
concerns about the natural and scenic resources that are so integral to our rural 
character. We continue to encourage property owners to consider placing 
conservation easements on their land in order to protect those lands as open 
space in perpetuity.

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2009 REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICE 


The Code Enforcement office enforces regulations of the Fitzwilliam Land 
Use Codes, issues permits for construction, and occupancy permits for new 
home occupation after completion of construction. 

Upon receipt of a written complaint, the Code Enforcement Officer performs 
an investigation, ensures compliance of construction permits to applicable 
zoning requirements, dedicates Emergency 911 numbers; and reviews all 
construction permit applications and plans. This review ensures safety from 
fire, flood and establishes that all other public requirements are met. Once a 
permit has been granted, the Code Enforcement Officer visits the property prior 
to the start of construction to determine that all setback requirements have 
been adhered to. 

If you should have any questions with regard to permitting for construction 
please contact the Board of Selectmen’s Office to obtain a copy of the 
Construction Permit regulations. Please remember that all construction, 
renovation, demolition and changes to buildings require a permit. It is always 
best to check with our office prior to construction to determine if a permit is 
required. | When applying for a permit, please remember to allow yourself 
enough time for the paperwork to be processed prior to the start date of 
construction. 

In 2009, 41 construction permits were issued. Of the 41 permits issued 5 
were for new single-family dwellings. If you should have any questions with 
regard to building issues, please feel free to contact the Selectmen’s Office at 
585-7723.

In January 2010, the Fitzwilliam Energy Committee was officially recognized 
as an active committee in the town, following town meeting approval of Warrant 
Article 39 in 2007, which supported effective government action to address 
climate change. Since its inception the committee focused on the evaluation of 
municipal energy usage. The Committee was one of the first in Cheshire County 
to complete an energy audit of all town buildings through Cool Monadnock. The 
“Municipal Greenhouse Gas and Energy Use Baseline Report for Fitzwilliam” 
details the different types of energy use in the town including electrical, fuel for 
buildings, fuel for vehicles and tons of waste. Sectors covered by this report 
include buildings, vehicle fleet, street lighting, water, sewage, and waste. 

The Energy Committee also sought a PSNH audit of all municipal buildings. 
This electrical audit completed in April 2009 outlines current electrical expenses 
for each building and provides recommendations for energy saving in all 
municipal buildings. To realize immediate energy savings, Energy Committee 
members replaced bulbs in Town Hall with energy efficient bulbs, saving the 
Town labor costs. The Committee sponsored an arts and energy fair in 
November 2009, “Common Walk Arts Festival: art, energy and shared ideas,” 
designed to educate the public about residential audits and energy retrofits, 
recycling awareness, alternative pathways for transportation, and green 
products. 

The Energy Committee’s goals include: 1)apply for a federal grant to perform 
a retrofit on the Depot Station and complete full energy audits on remaining 
town buildings; 2) seek grants to retrofit all town buildings to make them more 
energy efficient and provide cost savings; 3) retrofit all street lights in town after 
determining whether any lights can be eliminated; 4) create pedestrian friendly 
paths or sidewalks to encourage connection between the town centers and the 
school, rails to trails, post office. This step will also encourage a reduction in 
carbon emissions; 5) offer workshops and encouragement to residents to make 
their homes more energy efficient.

4. All livestock and fowl are properly contained 
within the boundaries of the animal owners’ 
property. Enclosures shall be adequate to 
prevent the livestock or fowl from trespassing on 
public or private property. 


5. Every reasonable effort is made to insure that 
livestock and fowl do not place an undue burden 
on neighbors by proximity, odor or noise. At no 
time shall a public nuisance be created or 
allowed to continue. 


B. Policy. Fitzwilliam concurs with RSA 432:33, which 
states that “No agricultural operation shall be found a 
public or private nuisance as a result of changed conditions 
in or around the locality of the agricultural operation, if such 
operation has been in operation for one year or more and if 
it was not a nuisance at the time it began operation. This 
section shall not apply when any aspect of the agricultural 
operation is determined to be injurious to public health or 
safety under RSA 147:1 or RSA 147:2.” 


C. Enforcement. The Board of Selectmen shall be the 
enforcement authority of all provisions of this ordinance.

Supplemental for Land Use Warrant Articles 2010 


Supplement for Warrant Article 5 — Chapter 113, 
Groundwater Protection Overlay District 


1. Authority 


The Town of Fitzwilliam hereby adopts this ordinance pursuant to the authority 
granted under RSA 674:16, in particular RSA 674:16, II relative to innovative 
land use controls, and RSA 674:21. 


ll. Purpose 


The purpose of this ordinance is in the interest of public health, safety and 
general welfare, to protect, preserve and maintain existing and potential 
groundwater supply and groundwater recharge areas within a known aquifer 
from adverse development, land use practices or depletion. This is to be 
accomplished by regulating the uses of land over certain known aquifers and 
their recharge areas so as to protect them from contamination caused by 
adverse or incompatible land use practices or developments. The Groundwater 
Protection Ordinance is intended to limit the uses of land so designated to those 
which will not adversely affect water quality by contamination, or water quantity 
by preventing recharge of the aquifer. 


ill. Definitions 


A. Animal Feedlot: A commercial agricultural establishment consisting of 
confined feeding areas and related structures for the raising of livestock. 


B. Aquifer: a geologic formation composed of rock, sand, or gravel that 
contains significant amounts of potentially recoverable water. 


C. Direct Recharge Area: The area immediately overlying the stratified-drift 
aquifer. The boundary of the direct recharge area is the contact between the 
stratified drift and adjacent till or bedrock. 


D. Groundwater: subsurface water that occurs beneath the water table in soils 
and geologic formations. 


E. Groundwater Recharge Area: That area from which water is added to the 
saturated zone by: 1) natural processes such as infiltration or precipitation, or 
by 2) artificial processes such as induced infiltration. 


F. Gasoline station: means that portion of a property where petroleum products 
are received by tank vessel, pipeline, tank car, or tank vehicle and distributed 
for the purposes of retail sale of gasoline. 


G. Impervious: not readily permitting the infiltration of water. 


H. Impervious surface: a surface through which regulated substances cannot 
pass when spilled. Impervious surfaces include concrete unless unsealed 
cracks or holes are present. Asphalt; earthen, wooden, or gravel surfaces; or 
other surfaces which could react with or dissolve when in contact with the 
substances. stored on them are not considered impervious surfaces. 
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|. Induced Infiltration: the process by which water in a stream or lake moves 
into an aquifer because of hydraulic gradient from the surface water body 
toward a pumping well or wells. 


J. Junkyard: an establishment or place of business which is maintained, 
operated, or used for storing, keeping, buying, or selling junk, or for the 
maintenance or operation of an automotive recycling yard, and includes 
garbage dumps and sanitary landfills. The word does not include any motor 
vehicle dealers registered with the director of motor vehicles under RSA 
261:104 and controlled under RSA 236:126. 


K. Leachable Wastes: Waste material, including solid wastes, sludge and 
agricultural wastes that are capable of releasing contaminants to the 
surrounding environment. 


L. Mining: The activities performed in the extraction of minerals including the 
excavation of pits, removal of mineral, removal of dimension stone, disposal of 
overburden and the construction of roads for the haulage of mining materials. 


M. Multi-family residence: A building or structure containing three (3) or more 
dwelling units. 


N. Non-Contact Cooling Water: Water which flows through a heat exchanger 
providing a physical barrier between the water and the process being cooled. 


O. Outdoor storage: storage of materials where they are not protected from the 
elements by a roof, walls, and a floor with an impervious surface. 


P. Petroleum bulk plant or terminal: that portion of the property where petroleum 
products are received by tank vessel, pipeline, tank car, or tank vehicle and are 
stored or blended in bulk for the purpose of distributing such liquids by tank 
vessel, pipeline tank car, tank vehicle, portable tank, or container. 


Q. Regulated container: any device in which a regulated substance is stored, 
transported, treated, disposed of, or otherwise handled, with a capacity of 
greater than or equal to 5 gallons. The term does not include fuel tanks 
attached to and supplying fuel to a motor vehicle. 


R. Regulated substance: petroleum, petroleum products, and substances listed 
under 40 CFR 302, 7-1-05 edition, or subsequent revision, excluding the 
following substances: (1) ammonia, (2) sodium hypochlorite, (3) sodium 
hydroxide, (4) acetic acid, (5) sulfuric acid, (6) potassium hydroxide, (7) 
potassium permanganate, and (8) propane and other liquified fuels which exist 
as gases at normal atmospheric temperature and pressure. 


S. Secondary containment: a structure such as a berm or dike with an 
impervious surface which is adequate to hold at least 110% of the volume of the 
largest regulated-substances container that will be stored there. 


T. Sludge: Residual materials produced by water and sewage treatment 
processes and domestic septic tanks. 


U. Snow dump: An off-site location where snow, which is cleared from roadways 
and/or motor vehicle parking areas, is imported to and piled and disposed of. 
Storage areas situated adjacent to roads or parking lots from which the snow is 
cleared and serving only those roads or lots are not considered snow dumps.

V. Solid Waste: Any discarded or abandoned material including refuse, put - 
rescible material, septage, or sludge, as defined by Env-Sw 104.36 of the New 
Hampshire Solid Waste Rules.* Solid waste includes solid, liquid, semi-solid, or 
contained gaseous waste material resulting from residential, industrial, 
commercial, mining, and agricultural operations and from:communhity activities. 


W. Stratified Drift: Unconsolidated, sorted sediment composed of layer of sand 
and gravel deposited by meltwater from glaciers. 


X. Stratified-drift aquifer: A geologic formation of predominantly well-sorted 
sediment deposited by or in bodies of glacial meltwater, including gravel, sand, 
silt, or clay, which contains sufficient saturated permeable material to yield 
significant quantities of water to wells. 


Y. Surface water: streams, lakes, ponds and tidal waters, including marshes, 
water-courses and other bodies of water, natural or artificial. 


IV. Groundwater Protection District 


A. The Groundwater Protection District is an overlay district which is 
superimposed over the existing underlying zoning and includes within its 
boundaries the Stratified Drift Aquifer(s) shown on the map entitled, Town of 
Fitzwilliam Groundwater Protection District. 


Defined: 

The Groundwater Protection District is a zoning overlay district which imposes 
additional requirements and restrictions to those of the underlying, base district 
zoning. In all cases, the more restrictive requirement(s) shall apply. 


B. Incorrectly Designated Zones: Upon any well founded information that the 
actual boundary of the Groundwater Protection District is incorrectly mapped, 
the Planning Board or the owner of any land may engage a professional 
geologist or hydrologist or other professional, recognized by the Planning Board 
as being qualified to perform such work, to determine more accurately the 
precise boundary of the Groundwater Protection District. The Planning Board 
may, based upon appropriate findings and evidence, adjust the boundary or 
area designation of the Groundwater Protection District or reduce or expand the 
designation area to more correctly define the location and the extent of the 
aquifer on a site-specific, case by case basis. 


V. Applicability 


This Ordinance applies to all uses in the Groundwater Protection District, except 
for those uses exempt under Article XI| (Exemptions) of this Ordinance. 


Vi. Performance Standards 


The following Performance Standards apply to all uses in the Groundwater 
Protection District unless exempt under Article XII: 


A. For any use that will render impervious more than 15% or more than 2,500 
square feet of any lot, whichever is greater, a stormwater management plan 
shall be prepared which the planning board determines is consistent with 
Stormwater Management and Erosion and Sediment Control Handbook for 
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Urban and Developing Areas in New Hampshire, Rockingham County 
Conservation District, August 1992 and Best Management Practices for Urban 
Stormwater Runoff, NH Department of Environmental Services, January 1996.* 
(update when available) 


B. Conditional uses, as defined under Article X shall develop stormwater 
management and pollution prevention plans and include information consistent 
with Stormwater Management For Industrial Activities: Developing Pollution 
Prevention Plans and Best Management Practices. (US EPA, 1992) The plan 
shall demonstrate that the use will: 


1) Minimize, through a source control plan that identifies pollution prevention 
measures, the release of regulated substances into stormwater; 


2) Stipulate that expansion or redevelopment activities shall require an 
amended stormwater plan and may not infiltrate stormwater generated from or 
passing through areas containing contaminated soils or groundwater without 
completing a Phase | Assessment in conformance with ASTM E 1527-05, also 
referred to as All Appropriate Inquiry (AAI). 


C. Animal manures, fertilizers, and compost must be stored in accordance with 
Manual of Best Management Practices for Agriculture in New Hampshire, NH 
Department of Agriculture, Markets, and Food, August 2005, and any 
subsequent revisions; 


D. All regulated substances stored in containers with a capacity of 5 gallons or 
more must be stored in product-tight containers on an impervious surface 
designed and maintained to prevent flow to exposed soils, floor drains, and 
outside drains; 


E. Facilities where regulated substances are stored must be secured against 
unauthorized entry by means of a door and/or gate that is locked when 
authorized personnel are not present and must be inspected weekly by the 
facility owner; 


F. Outdoor storage areas for regulated substances, associated material or 
waste must be protected from exposure to precipitation and must be located at - 
least 50 feet from surface water or storm drains, at least 75 feet from private 
wells, and outside the sanitary protective radius of wells used by public water 
systems; 


G. Secondary containment must be provided for all outdoor storage of regulated 
substances; 


H. Containers in which regulated substances are stored must be clearly and 
visibly labeled and must be kept closed and sealed when material is not being 
transferred from one container to another; 

|. Prior to any land disturbing activities, all inactive water wells on the property, 
not in use or properly maintained at the time the plan is submitted, shall be 
considered abandoned and must be sealed in accordance with We 604 of the 
New Hampshire Water Well Board Rules. 

VII. Spill Prevention, Control and Countermeasure (SPCC) Plan 


Conditional uses, as described under Article X, part (A), using regulated 
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substances shall submit a spill control and countermeasure (SPCC) plan to the 
Board of Selectmen or its authorized agent who shall determine whether the 
plan will prevent, contain, and minimize releases from ordinary or catastrophic 
events such as spills, floods or fires that may cause large releases of regulated 
substances. It shall include: 


1) A description of the physical layout and a facility diagram, including all 
surrounding surface waters and wellhead protection areas. 


2) Contact list and phone numbers for the facility response coordinator, 
cleanup contractors, and all appropriate federal, state, and local agencies who 
must be contacted in case of a release to the environment. 


3) A list of all regulated substances in use and locations of use and storage; 


4) A prediction of the direction, rate of flow, and total quantity of regulated 
substance that could be released where experience indicates a potential for 
equipment failure. 


5) A description of containment and/or diversionary structures or equipment to 
prevent regulated substances from infiltrating into the ground. 


Vill. Permitted Uses 


All uses permitted by right or allowed by special exception in the underlying 
district are permitted in the Groundwater Protection District unless they are 
Prohibited Uses or Conditional Uses. All uses must comply with the 
Performance Standards unless specifically exempt under Article XI. 


IX. Prohibited Uses 
The following uses are prohibited in the Groundwater Protection District. 


A. The development or operation of a hazardous waste disposal facility as 
defined under RSA 147-A, including general disposal of hazardous materials; 

B. The development or operation of a solid waste landfill, except for the brush 
and stumps generated on site from clearing land and buried on the same site. 
A copy of the site plan which is required to be filed with the Commissioner of the 
Department of Environmental Services, in accordance with RSA 149-m for on 
site burial of stumps, must be submitted to the Planning Board for its files. 

C. The outdoor storage of road salt or other deicing chemicals in bulk; 

D. The development or operation of a junkyard; 

E. The development or operation of a snow dump; 

F. The development or operation of a wastewater or septage lagoon; 

G. The development or operation of a petroleum bulk plant or terminal; 

H. The development or operation of gasoline stations or automotive service or 
repair shop; 

|. Subsurface storage of petroleum and other hazardous material; 

J. Disposal of liquid or leachable wastes, except from single or multi-family 
residential subsurface disposal systems, or approved commercial or industrial 
systems which discharge human waste only; 

K. Industrial uses which discharge contact type process waters on site. Non- 
contact cooling water is permitted; 

L. Commercial animal feedlots; 

M. Mining except for earth excavation carried out in compliance with the Code 
of the Town of Fitzwilliam Chapter 209 including any subsequent amendments 
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and a Conditional Use Permit issued under Section X of this Ordinance and 
RSA 155-E. 

N. Land uses that will render over 20% of the parcel surface area impervious to 
surface water infiltration. 


X. Conditional Uses 
A. Permit Required: 


All subdivision proposals, site plans and other development proposals located 
within the Groundwater Protection District shall be reviewed by the Planning 
Board and shall conform to all of the provisions of this ordinance. No conditional 
uses shall be conducted within the Groundwater Protection District unless a 
Conditional Use Permit has been issued by the Planning Board. The Planning 
Board is hereby authorized to attach any reasonable conditions to such permit 
regarding construction and operation. 


Conditional uses shall include but are not limited to: 

1) Industrial, commercial, institutional and governmental uses not otherwise 
prohibited in Section IX of this Ordinance. 

2) Multi-family residential development. 

3) Sand and gravel excavation carried out in compliance with the Code of the 
Town of Fitzwilliam Chapter 209 including any subsequent amendments, 
provided that such excavation is not carried out within four (4) vertical feet of the 
average seasonal high water table and that periodic inspections are made by 
the Planning Board or its agent to determine compliance. 

4) Replacement of underground petroleum product storage tanks. 


B. Standards 


The Planning Board may grant a Permit for a conditional use after determining 
that the proposed use is not a prohibited use and will be in compliance with the 
Performance Standards in Article VI as well as all applicable local, state and 
federal requirements and only after written findings of fact are made that all of 
the following are true: 


1) The proposed use will not detrimentally affect the quality of the groundwater 
contained in the aquifer by directly contributing to pollution or by increasing the 
long-term susceptibility of the aquifer to potential pollutants; 


2) The proposed use, either alone or on a cumulative basis, will not cause a 
significant reduction in the long-term volume of water contained in the aquifer or 
in the storage capacity of the aquifer. 


3) The proposed use will discharge no waste-water on site other than that 
typically discharged by domestic waste water disposal systems and will not 
involve onsite storage or disposal of toxic or hazardous material as herein 
defined; 


4) Sufficient recharge to the aquifer will not be inhibited or prevented; and 


5) The proposed use complies with all other applicable sections of this 
ordinance. The Planning Board may require that the applicant provide data 
reports prepared by a professional engineer or qualified groundwater consultant 
to assess any potential damage to the aquifer that may result from the proposed 
use. The Planning Board shall engage such professional assistance as is 
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required to adequately evaluate such reports and to evaluate, in general, the 
proposed use in light of the above criteria. Costs for any of the above 
mentioned services shall be paid by the applicant. The Planning Board may, at 
its discretion, require a performance guarantee or bond, in an amount and with 
surety conditions satisfactory to the Board, to be posted to ensure completion of 
construction of any facilities required for compliance with the Performance 
Standards. 


XI. Existing Nonconforming Uses 


Existing nonconforming uses may continue without expanding or changing to 
another nonconforming use, but must be in compliance with all applicable state 
and federal requirements, including state administrative code Env-Wq 401, Best 
Management Practices for Groundwater Protection. 


Xil. Exemptions 


The following uses are exempt from the specified provisions of this ordinance as 
long as they are in compliance with all applicable local, state, and federal 
requirements: 


A. Any private residence is exempt from all Performance Standards; 


B. Any business or facility where regulated substances are not stored in 
containers with a capacity of 5 gallons or more is exempt from Article VI, 
Performance Standards, sections E through H; 


C. Storage of heating fuels for on-site use or fuels for emergency electric 
generation, provided that storage tanks are indoors on a concrete floor or have 
corrosion control, leak detection, and secondary containment in place, is 
exempt from Performance Standard E; 


D. Storage of motor fuel in tanks attached to vehicles and fitted with permanent 
fuel lines to enable the fuel to be used by that vehicle is exempt from 
Performance Standards E through H; 


E. Storage and use of office supplies is exempt from Performance Standards E 
through H; 


F. Temporary storage of construction materials on a site where they are to be 
used is exempt from Performance Standards E - H; 


G. The sale, transportation, and use of pesticides as defined in RSA 430:29 
XXVI are exempt from all provisions of this ordinance; 


H. Household hazardous waste collection projects regulated under NH Code of 
Administrative Rules Env-Wm 401.03(b)(1) and 501.01(b) are exempt from 
Performance Standards E - H; 

|. Underground storage tank systems and aboveground storage tank systems 
that are in compliance with applicable state rules are exempt from inspections 
under Article XIV of this ordinance. 

Xlll. Relationship Between State And Local Requirements 


Where both State and municipality have existing requirements the more

stringent shall govern. 
XIV. Maintenance And Inspection 


A. For uses requiring planning board approval for any reason, a narrative 
description of maintenance requirements for structures required to comply with 
Performance Standards shall be recorded so as to run with the land on which 
such structures are located, at the Registry of Deeds for Cheshire County. The 
description so prepared shall comply with the requirements of RSA 478:4-a. 


B. Inspections may be required to verify compliance with Performance 
Standards. Such inspections shall be performed by the Board of Selectmen or 
its authorized agent at reasonable times, with prior notice to the landowner. 


C. All properties within the Groundwater Protection District known to the Board 
of Selectmen or its authorized agent as using or storing regulated substances in 
containers with a capacity of 5 gallons or more, except for facilities where all 
regulated substances storage is exempt from this Ordinance under Article XII, 
shall be subject to inspections under this Article. 


D. The Town of Fitzwilliam may require a fee for compliance inspections. The 
fee shall be paid by the property owner. A fee schedule shall be established by 
the Town of Fitzwilliam as provided for in RSA 41-9:a. 


XV. Enforcement Procedures 


Any violation of the requirements of this ordinance shall be subject to the 
enforcement procedures and penalties detailed in RSA 676. 


1. Enforcement 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen or its authorized agent to enforce 
the provisions of this Ordinance and to see that its requirements and restrictions 
are duly complied with. A Conditional Use Permit may be withdrawn by the 
Board of Selectmen if the use is not conducted in accordance with the 
regulations of this Ordinance or the conditions of the permit. The Board of 
Selectmen or its authorized agent shall institute or cause to be instituted, in the 
name of the Town, any and all actions, legal and equitable, that shall bé 
appropriate or necessary for the enforcement of the provisions of this 
Ordinance. Any non-conforming use may continue and may be maintained, 
repaired and improved, unless that such use is determined to be an imminent 
hazard to public health and safety by the Selectmen and Health Officer. No non- 
conforming use may be expanded, changed to another non-conforming use, or 
renewed after it has been discontinued for a period of 12 months or more. 


XVI. Saving Clause 

If any provision of this ordinance is found to be unenforceable or be declared by 
the courts to be invalid, such provision shall be considered separable and shall 
not be construed to invalidate the remainder of the ordinance. 


XVII. Effective Date 
This ordinance shall be effective upon adoption by the Town of Fitzwilliam. 
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Supplement for Warrant Article 6 - Chapter 127, Land 
Usage, Article IV, Overlay Districts, Section 127-16.4, 
Workforce Housing Overlay District 


1. Purpose. The purpose of this Workforce Housing Overlay District is to 
provide for realistic and reasonable opportunities for the development of 
workforce housing within Fitzwilliam, in accordance with RSA 674:57. It is 
intended to insure the continued availability of a diverse supply of home 
ownership and rental opportunities for low to moderate income households. 


ll. Authority. The Workforce Housing Overlay District Ordinance, Article IV, 
Section 127-16.4, is adopted under the authority of RSA 674:57-61 and 674:21, 
and is intended as an “inclusionary zoning” provision, as defined in 674:21 (I)(k) 
and 674:21(IV)(a). The regulations in Section 127-16.4 shall overlay and 
supplement the regulations in this chapter, and shall be considered part of the 
Zoning Ordinance for purposes of administration and appeals under state law. 


ill. Applicability. 


A. Development in accordance with the provisions of Article IV, Section 127- 
16.4 is permitted as a conditional use within the following zoning districts as 
defined in the Land Use Bylaws: Residential, Rural and General Business 
Districts. The project shall be located within these districts where soils are rated 
with a very high, high or medium potential for development, as determined by 
the NRCS Soil Survey of Cheshire County, excluding areas of Town deemed 
inappropriate for development due to lack of infrastructure and access, 
ecological sensitivity, steep slopes and water bodies. 

Excluded areas: Area | - bounded on the West by Royalston Road, extending 
East to Templeton Turnpike, including those lots adjacent to Templeton 
Turnpike on the East side of the road, bounded on the North by the Fitzwilliam 
Rail Trail and on the South by the Massachusetts line; and Area II — Lots West 
of Rockwood Pond, bounded on the East by the Fitzwilliam Rail Trail, bounded 
on the North and West by the Fitzwilliam town boundary line, bounded on the 
South by Rhododendron State Park and Tax Map 14, Lot 13 . (See Workforce 
Housing Overlay District map.) 


B. Permitted Uses: In the interest of encouraging affordability, single family, 
duplex, multi-family, and manufactured housing is permitted within an 
application under this Article irrespective of the permitted uses of the underlying 
zoning requirements in the areas defined in section Ill A above. A cluster 
subdivision with a mixture of affordable unit types is encouraged. 


Any person aggrieved by a Planning Board decision that constitutes a denial of 
a Conditional Use Permit due to noncompliance with one of more of the 
provisions of this ordinance may appeal that decision to the Superior Court, as 
provided in RSA 677:15. A Planning Board decision on the issuance of a 
Conditional Use Permit cannot be appealed to the Board of Adjustment. 


IV. Definitions. 


Affordable Housing - where the combined rental and utility costs or combined 
mortgage loan debt services, property taxes, and required insurance does not 
exceed thirty (30) percent of the maximum allowed income of the purchaser 
(See AMI below). Calculation of housing costs shall be based on current taxes, 
a 30-year fixed rate mortgage, a five percent down payment, and prevailing

mortgage rates within the region. 


Area Median Income (AMI) - area median income is the amount defined by the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development for the Cheshire County 
Non-Metro County Fair Market Rent (FMR) Area, as updated yearly. Area 
median income figures shall be determined annually by the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 


Income — wage income and assets, as defined “Net Family Assets” and “Annual 
Income” by the Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) Part 5, Subpart F, and as 
amended. 


Income, Low — a household income that does not exceed 50 percent of the 
AMI, as defined herein. 


Income, Low to Moderate — a household income that is more than 50 percent 
and does not exceed 80 percent of the AMI, as defined herein. 


Income, Moderate — a household income that is more than 80 percent and 
does not exceed 100 percent of the AMI, as defined herein. 


Inclusionary zoning - Under RSA 674:21 |.(k), these are land use control 
regulations which provide a voluntary incentive or benefit to a property owner in 
order to induce the property owner to produce housing units which are 
affordable to persons or families of low and moderate income. 


Multi-family housing. For the purpose of workforce housing developments, 
multi-family housing means a building or structure containing five (5) or more 
units, each designed for occupancy by an individual household. 


Workforce housing. Housing which is intended for sale and which is 
affordable to a household with an income of no more than 100 percent of the 
area median income for a 4-person household for the metropolitan area or 
county in which the housing is located as published annually by the United 
States Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). Workforce 
housing also means rental housing which is affordable to a household with an 
income of no more than sixty (60) percent of the median income for a 3-person 
household. 


V. Affordable Housing Incentives. 

A Site Plan or Subdivision Plan that will guarantee a designated percentage of 
units, reserved as affordable housing, may be approved with an increase in the 
density of the site by a reduction of the minimum site frontage, as set forth in 
Table A below.

The plan will concentrate development away from the most important resource 
areas and from those parts of the property that are most environmentally 
sensitive, like productive agricultural or forest land, scenic views, historic sites, 
shorelines, wetlands, and important habitat areas. The minimum lot size, 
frontage and setbacks shall be determined by the Planning Board based on the 
character of the land and neighborhood, adequacy of soils to support on-site 
wastewater disposal and wells, safety of access, traffic and pedestrian 
circulation, impervious surface, and other issues relating to the future use and 
enjoyment of the property. 


Factors considered when evaluating the proposed arrangement of lots shall 
include, but not be limited to, the following: 

1. Access to lots, and arrangement of storm water facilities, wastewater 
and other utilities in conformance with the natural features of the 
parcel, minimizing changes to the topography. 

Minimization of impervious cover 

Protection of stream corridors and important habitat areas. 
Protection of wetlands. 

Feasibility of continued or future agricultural use. 

Feasibility of continued or future forest management. 
Relationship to neighboring property, including conservation 
easements, or natural, cultural, recreational or scenic features. 
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VI. Workforce Housing Overlay District Standards. 


Affordable workforce housing is allowed by a conditional use permit issued by 
the Planning Board. This innovative land use control for workforce housing is 
regulated by site plan review and subdivision regulations and procedures. 


Developers of workforce housing must so state in their applications for a site 
plan review or a subdivision. The Planning Board may review an application to 
construct affordable workforce housing and identify the same as a Suitable 
project if the applicant demonstrates to the Planning Board that the project 
meets the following criteria: 


1. The project shall not detract from the ecological or visual qualities of the 
environment. 


2. The housing proposal shall be affordable within the meaning of the 
Ordinance. 


3. The project shall comply with all site plan and/or subdivision regulations that 
apply, other than those waived hereunder. 


4. The net tract area to be subdivided shall be least four (4) acres. 


5. Where there is an existing dwelling, the net tract area shall be at least 
sufficient to provide a conforming conventional sized lot for the existing dwelling 
and the minimum net tract area shall be as listed above. 


6. If an existing dwelling is located on the site and sufficient evidence is 
presented to the Planning Board to show that the existing dwelling is affordable 
within the meaning of this ordinance, then number five (5) above shall not apply 
to that existing dwelling. 
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Vil. Zoning Standards. Once the Planning Board has designated a proposed 
project as affordable and indicated that the same is satisfactory and compliant 
with the above standards, that project may be located on any suitable 
residential, general business or rural district property where soils are rated with 
a very high, high or medium potential for development, as determined by the 
NRCS Soil Survey of Cheshire County, excluding areas of Town deemed 
inappropriate for development due to lack of infrastructure and access, 
ecological sensitivity, steep slopes and water bodies. 


1. Lot size, density, setbacks and open space. The traditional lot size, density, 
setback, and open space requirements applicable in other districts shall not 
apply and the Planning Board shall establish the lot size, frontage, setbacks, 
and open space requirements for each project as they determine to be 
necessary in the best interest of the Town according to Table A., and to 
facilitate the project, provided however, that the following limitations shall apply: 


a. Open space shall be sufficient to accommodate the needs of the 
proposed occupants of the project. 


b. Setbacks shall be sufficient to buffer and protect adjacent 
properties and the street from encroachment. At a minimum there 
shall be a fifty (50) foot setback from the property line around the 
perimeter of the property and existing tree buffers shall be maintained 
wherever possible. 


c. No structure shall be constructed to a height greater than thirty six 
(36) feet, exclusive of chimneys or cupolas, measured from the lowest 
adjacent exterior elevation. 


d. The maximum affordable housing unit size shall not exceed 1,300 
square feet of heated living space, and shall include any finished 
basement or finished attic areas, heated or not. This provision shall 
remain with the development for a period of ten years from the date of 
the first certificate of occupancy. 


Vill. Rules and Regulations. The Planning Board may adopt appropriate rules 
and regulations to implement the review process contemplated hereunder. Such 
rules shall at a minimum provide for the developer to restrict the sale or lease of 
the units through appropriate recorded covenants to those who qualify pursuant 
to the definition of affordable housing contained in this Ordinance. 


IX. Administration and Compliance. This article shall be administered by the 
planning board. Applications for the provisions provided under this Article shall 
be made to the planning board and shall be part of the submission of an 
application for site plan or subdivision plan approval. 


No certificate of occupancy shall be issued for an affordable housing unit 
without written confirmation of the income eligibility of the tenant or buyer of the 
affordable housing unit and confirmation of the rent or sales price of the 
affordable housing unit as documented by an executed lease or purchase and 
sales agreement.

Supplement for Warrant Article 7 - Chapter 137, 
Preservation of Rural Character, Article Ill, Preservation of 


Night Skies 
1. Purpose. 


This ordinance is enacted to preserve the rural atmosphere and dark skies of 
Fitzwilliam. Natural dark skies are the nighttime aspect of rural character. 
Increasing light pollution and glare from stray upward illumination degrades 
such rural character. 


Il. Definitions. 


IESNA - Illuminating Engineering Society of North America 

Luminaire — A complete lighting assembly that includes the fixture and its 
lamp(s) 

Lumen — A unit of light - one foot candle is one lumen per square foot 
Full-cutoff /fully shielded — Uses 50% - 80% less electricity than incandescent 
or mercury vapor lighting. Zero light emitted above a horizontal plan drawn 
through the lowest part of the luminaire; no more than 10% of light emitted at 
the 80 degree angle. 


lll. Requirements. Required for commercial and institutional uses; 
recommended for residential uses. 


All outdoor lighting shall be controlled to minimize the spillover of light onto 
adjacent properties. All outdoor area (non-decorative) lighting shall be fully 
shielded. To encourage energy conservation and prevent light escalation, 
outdoor lighting must use the minimum level of illumination recommended by 
the IESNA for a given purpose. 


Whenever practicable, outdoor lighting installations shall include timers, 
dimmers, and/or motion sensors to reduce overall energy consumption and 
eliminate unnecessary lighting particularly at night. 


IV. Exemptions. 
Emergency lighting or lighting for temporary construction projects related to 
road construction and repair, installation of sewer and water facilities and other 


public infrastructure, lighting required by state or federal regulations. 


Seasonal decorative lighting using multiple low wattage bulbs and flag 
illumination. 


All luminaries lawfully in place prior to the date of the ordinance shall be 


grandfathered. However, any luminaire that replaces a grandfathered 
luminaire, or any grandfathered luminaire that is moved, must meet the 
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standards of this ordinance. 


Supplement for Warrant _ Article 8 - Chapter 137, 
Preservation of Rural Character, Article |. Preservation of 


Stone Walls 


By the authority of RSA 472.6, to preserve the rural character of the Town of 
Fitzwilliam, land use activity may not alter the location of or remove any 
roadside stone wall which was made for the purpose of marking the boundary 
of, or which borders any public road in the Town of Fitzwilliam, except on the 
written consent of the Board of Selectmen, or the Planning Board, or the NH 
Department of Transportation. Driveways and points of access approved by 
appropriate state or local authorities are exempt. Internal stone walls should be 
preserved as an historic resource of the town. 


Stones excavated during the construction process may be donated to the town 
for use in repairing stone walls. 
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
